wSt to recognize a situation they are pledged not. to 
recognize; namely, the conquest of Poland, of Czerho- 
sldvakin, of Austria, 
and 
the 
rule of violence In 
European affairs. 
The 
United States, itself. Is on 
record against the rule of violence in settling issues 
between governments; it does not condone what G er­ 
many has done and cannot expect G reat Britain and 
France to condone lf. 
It If not in the cards as they lay to believe peace 
arid Nu sd Germany tire compatible. 
The Nazi regim e 
lias sowed a whirlwind, and cannot evade the con- 
fequences of British and French hostility. It 
would 
bi3 naive for the government of the United States to 
think Premier D andier and Prime Minister Cham ­ 
berlain have misrepresented their governments and 
their peoples In the 
firm 
positions 
they declared 
when replying to Fuehrer H itler’s peace proposals. 
lf it be true, tis the Nazi propaganda, ministry de­ 
clares, that Britain and France wouldn’t fight unless 
the United States were willing to aid them with sup­ 
plies 
then that Is something Germany’s warrior- 
polttlriam should have considered long before this. 
Germany .'UU could have peace by renouncing 
violence as an instrum ent of national policy.
